Response to Rejection of Claims Under 35 U.S.C , § 



In the Office Action, claims 1-8 and 10-28 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as 
unpatentable by Gottfreid (U.S. Patent No. 6,076,076). For a proper rejection 
dt a claim under 35 U.S.C. Section 102, the cited reference must disclose all 
e emei ts/features/steps of the claim. See, e.g., MX du Pont de Nemours & Co. v. Phillips 
j$etrol\um Co>> 849 F.2d 1430, 7 USPQ2d 1 129 (Fed. Cir. 1988). 

a. Claim 1 

As provided in independent claim 1 > Applicants claim: 
A method comprising: 

receiving, via at least one network service, imaging data that is to be 
included in a booklet; 

receiving, via said at least one network service, user input for 
incorporating the imaging data into the booklet; 

building, via said at least one network service, a booklet 
incorporating imaging data in accordance with said user input; and 

printing the booklet on a network-accessible printer designated by user 

input. 
( Emplj asis added). 

Applicants respectfully submit that independent claim 1 is allowable for at least the 
that Gottfreid does not disclose, teach, or suggest at least the feature of "receiving, via 
one network service, imaging data that is to be included in a booklet," "receiving, via 
least one network service, user input for incorporating . the imaging data into the 
," "building, via said at least one network service, a booklet incorporating imaging 
accordance with said user input," or "printing the booklet on a network-accessible 
designated by user input," as recited and emphasized above in claim 1 . 
Rather, Gottfreid discloses at most a system for providing prepaid printing services 
a remote computer 12 operated by a user and a host computer 14, where the host 
14 transfers application software and printer drivers to the remote computer 12 
i*ich|| installs a prepaid print card (PPC) option on a printer menu of the remote computer 12.

"If a web plant 53 is selected, the document wi)l be further 
nically composed at a composition station computer 65, which through various 
programs, orders, outputs, and in position 66 communicates with a computer to 
iflmage setter 67 to produce a printing plate 68 (e.g. an offset plate). This is used with a 
printing press 69 to image documents." The final documents imaged, either at 
or 69, are sent to a shipping station, as illustrated schematically at 71 in FJG. 1 . Col. 6, 
2-51. 

Accordingly, with respect to the above teachings of Gottfreid, the claimed features of 
;, via at least one network service , imaging data that is to be included in a booklet," 
via said at least one network service, user input for incorporating the imaging data 
booklet," and "building, via said at least one network service , a booklet incorporating 
data in accordance with said user input," are not taught or suggested by Gottfreid, 
Gottfreid diversely teaches that a remote computer 12 operated by a user-which is 
from network servers 54 and host computer 14— performs one or more of the above 
As such, the remote computer 12 is not a network server and does not provide 
services. Rather, it appears to be a client machine of a user. For at least these 
, Gottfreid does not anticipate claim 1 . 

Additionally, Gottfreid fails to teach or suggest "printing the booklet on a network- 
printer designated by user input," as recited in the claim. As described above, 
discloses that a user is unable to designate a network-accessible printer to be used in 
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pjKntinlk a booklet, Rather, the user activates a print option which activates software that 
fi cilitfi tes preparation of a print order, where a loading station 52 later determines whether a 
I lant 52 or a web plant 53 is used to image the documents to be printed. For at least 
, Gottfreid fails to teach or suggest "printing the booklet on a network-accessible 
designated by user input," Accordingly, Gottfreid does not anticipate claim 1 for at 

additional reason. 
Hence, the rejection should be withdrawn for at least these reasons. 



b. Claims 2-8 and 28 

Because independent claim 1 is allowable over the cited art of record, dependent claims 
8 an|l 28 are allowable as a matter of law, for at least the reason that the dependent claims 
tai|i all the features and steps of independent claim I. In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071 (Fed, Cir, 
For at least this reason, the rejections of claims 2-8 and 28 should be withdrawn. 
Additionally and notwithstanding the foregoing allowability of claims 2-8 and 28, these 
cjjependent claims recite further features and/or combinations of features (as axe apparent by 
ami lation of the claims themselves) that are patentably distinct from the cited art of record, 
ience there are other reasons why these claims are allowable.

Applicants respectfully submit that independent claim 10 is allowable for at least the 
that Gottfreid does not disclose, teach, or suggest at least the feature to "send content 
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t<| a cli art device for execution by a client browser, said content enabling the client device to: 
" o ; "provide, over the network, user input for designating a network location for printing 
tife bo< klet," as recited and emphasized above in claim 10. 

Rather, Gottfreid discloses at most a system for providing prepaid printing services 
ujfemg l remote computer 12 operated by a user and a host computer 14, where the host 
ompu;er 14 transfers application software and printer drivers to the remote computer 12 
v hich nstalls a prepaid print card (PPC) option on a printer menu of the remote computer 1 2. 

ze co s. 4-5, lines 65-8. Accordingly, for a document that "has already been composed on 
t|e co: nputer 12," "selection of the option 22 [which is the PPC option] in FIG. 3 brings up 
e scjeen illustrated in FIG. 4, which has selection criteria 25. M Col. 5, lines 9-13. After 
lecti m criteria has been selected, such as "paper size, number of copies, orientation," etc, 
then a print preview option 27 may also be selected.

Accordingly, with respect to the above teachings of Gottfreid, the claimed features to 
content to a client device for execution by a client browser, said content enabling the 
device to: ..." are not taught or suggested by Gottfreid, since Gottfreid diversely 
achds that application software and printer drivers are installed in a remote computer 12 to 
erfoi n operations associated with composing imaging documents. As such, a client browser 
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remote computer 12 is not executing these operations. For at least these reasons, 
>ttfr\id does not anticipate claim 10. 

Additionally, Gottfreid fails to teach or suggest to "provide, over the network, user 
designating a network location for printing the booklet," as recited in the claim. As 
:scril ed above, Gottfreid discloses that a user is unable to designate a network-accessible 
to be used in printing a booklet. Rather, the user activates a print option which 
rtivai 5s software that facilitates preparation of a print order, where a loading station 52 later 
rtenr ines whether a sheet plant 52 or a web plant 53 is used to image the documents to be 
rte< . For at least this reason, Gottfreid fails to teach or suggest , to "provide, over the 
;two] k, user input for designating a network location for printing the booklet." Accordingly, 
sttfri id does not anticipate claim 10 for at least this additional reason. 
Hence, the rejection should be withdrawn for at least these reasons. 

d. Claims 11-13 

Because independent claim 10 is allowable over the cited art of record, dependent 
cftaimsj 1 1-13 are allowable as a matter of law, for at least the reason that the dependent claims 
contain all the features and steps of independent claim 10. For at least this reason, the 
rpjecti|)ns of claims 11-13 should be withdrawn. 

Additionally and notwithstanding the foregoing allowability of claims 11-13, these 
dependent claims recite farther features and/or combinations of features (as are apparent by 
c Kami lation of the claims themselves) that are patentably distinct from the cited art of record.

Applicants respectfully submit that independent claim 14 is allowable for at least the 
that Gottfreid does not disclose, teach, or suggest at least the feature of "receiving, via 
least one Web service, a user selection of imaging data," "receiving, via said at least 
sb service, user input for incorporating the imaging data into a booklet," "building, via 
least one Web service, a booklet incorporating imaging data received from said user 
and "printing, via said at least one Web service, the booklet on a Web -accessible 
designated by the user," as recited and emphasized above in claim 14. 
Accordingly, with respect to the above teachings of Gottfreid^ the claimed features of 
eceifing, via said at least one Web service, a user selection of imaging data," "receiving, via.

Rather, it 
speafls to be a client machine of a user. For at least these reasons, Gottfreid does not

Additionally, Gottfreid fails to teach or suggest "printing, via said at least one Web 
5, the booklet on a Web-accessible printer designated by the user," as recited in the 
As described above, Gottfreid discloses that a user is unable to designate a network- 
icces* ible printer to be used in printing a booklet. Rather, the user activates a print option

Because independent claim 14 is allowable over the cited ait of record, dependent 
cjaims 15-17 are allowable as a matter of law, for at least the reason that the dependent claims 
cjbntaul all the features and steps of independent claim 14. For at least this reason, the 
r< gecti<j >ns of claims 15-17 should be withdrawn. 

Additionally and notwithstanding thi* foregoing allowability of claims 15-17, these 
dependent claims recite further features and/or combinations of features (as axe apparent by 
e<amii ation of the claims themselves) that ate patentably distinct from the cited art of record.

Because independent claim 23 is allowable over the cited art of record, dependent claim 
14 is Allowable as a matter of law, for at least the reason that the dependent claim contains all 
fie fe: tures and steps of independent claim 23. For at least this reason, the rejection of claim

Additionally and notwithstanding the foregoing allowability of claim 24, this claim 
3 ecitei further features and/or combinations of features (as are apparent by examination of the 
< laim itself) that are patentably distinct from the cited art of record. Hence, there are other 
J easoi s why this claim is allowable.

opera! ly associated with the Web, for building the booklet," as recited and emphasized above 
it claila 25.
